DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 12/29/04 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-30, 32, 33 and 36-40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach measuring a NEXT transfer function for a target 
modem in a first modem pool coupled to a second modem pool via a communications channel 
while deactivating a modem in the second modem pool, or preventing or in the absence of 
communications via said communication channel as recited in claims 1, 14, 19, 27 and 36.
